The first step in the plan for pro- 
viding permanent quarters for the 
School going population was taken 
some two years sinee, when the splen- 
did new building on Queens avenue 
Was erected at a 
060, to that time rooms 
had been rented in various quarters 
of the town far teaching purposes 
and when these scattered classes; were 
gathered into the new building, it 
was quickly taxed to ita limit of 
capacity. In consequence the old 
school buildings were utilized and the 
old Presbyterian church also rented 
arranged and turned into class rooms.

All these buildings are now crowded, 
there being «ighteen teachers on the 
staff, each with the maximum num- 
ber of pupils, totalling 820, 

The hoera is now planning to erect 
another building similar to the 
Queens avenue school, 6n the site of 
the old school buildings on McKay 
avenue. The plans are now being 
prepared for a solid brick, eight room 
structure, the cost! of which is esti- 
mated at $35,000. A money by-law 
to raise this sum will be submitted 
to the ratepayers at an early date 
and should it carry, the work wil] be 
proceeded with during the summer. 

Even the new building will only 
temporarily relieve matters, the num- } 
ber on the rolls now being sufficient 
to occupy it as soon
